lA' E are obliged to Mr. G. Don for this wild specimen, ga- 
thered near the head of Loch Traig, Penhshirc, between two 
high mountains, in a valley covered with common Heath, but 
we have been obliged to have recourse to a dried one for the 
flowers, scarcely to be received fiesh. Still we Irusi our figure 
will not be found incorrect. The berries, which are round 
and black, like black currants, resembling them also, it is 
said, in flavour, we have not been able to procure. 

The woody trailing stems spread widely, clothed with de- 
ciduous bark. Leaves deciduous, altcrn.ile, obovatc, serrated, 
rugged with rcticiibied veins, snioolh, except a fringe at 
each side of ihiir taper base.

We have the unexpected pleasure of adJing anolhcr new 
Pyrola to the British Flora, by favour of its discoverer 
N. J. Winch, Esq., who sent us this apecinien, which agrees 
with an auibentic-one from Dr. Swartz. It grows in shady 
places, and has been observed hy Mr. Winch in Scots-wood 
Dean, 3 miles west of Newcastle ; in East-common wood 
near Hexham, Northumberland; in some woods 4 mile* 
north of Wolsingham, Durham; and at Sludley, Yorkshire, 
flowering towards the end of June. 

This spcciea has hcen confounded with P. minor, I. 158, 
wilh which it nearly agrees in general habit, but diifer« in its 
very spirally twiated Bower-stalk, and in the cicclination and 
much greater length nf its siyle. 11ic atamcns arc all regularly 
incurved round ihe gernien ai in P. minor, not directed up- 
wards as in P. roluiidij'olia, I. S13, neither is the style so re- 
curved as in the tatter, nor (he flowers so large. The leaves 
of all these species vary much in outline, as well as scrralurcs.

OENT from Scotland along wilh Pyrola uniflbra {t. 146) by 
James Brotlie Efq. It is rather an alpine plant, occurring in 
mountainous forells, though even found in Stokcn-church 
woods Oxfordthire. Dillenius well obferves, that this is really 
more common than the P. rotunditoHa, called by old authors 
vulgaris, and fufpciSs they may often have been confounded, as 
they certainly were by Ray. Dr. Smith found them fo in Mr. 
Lightfoot's herbarium, tliough fo dillind in the form and po- 
fition of their {lamina and piftilla, as we hope to demoafirate 
when we can obtain a wild fpecimen of P. rotundifolia. 

The plant now figured has a perennial branchy root, produ- 
cing a few ftiort, angular, leafy llcms.

X O complete our hillory of the Britilh Pvrelte, as far as they 
are at prefent known, we have obtained wild fpeclmeas of the 
fpecies now before us by the kind afTiftance of James Urodie, 
Efq.

IAVING in the preceding page dclermincd an obfcurr 
plant, we hope in this to afford Uie BriliHi botitiiid no Icfs 
plcafure in prcfcnting him with a new one. I'jrola uniflora, 
though a native of the Lapland, Norway, German and Swifs 
alps, u-as never fuppofed to grow in our iltand till James Brodic 
Elq. of Brodie-houfe in Scotland found it in that neighbour- 
ho&d laft fummer, when alfo Mr, James Hoy F. L. S. feni 
it to the Linnsean Society from near Gordon Caltle, Both 
thefe gentlemen we believe arc equally entitled to the honour 
of its difcoverj- ; to the former we are indebted for recent wild 
fpccimcns. 

ThisPvrolais found in moid alpine woods; itj long bran ehcd 
percnniaf roots run deep among the mofs, which in iuch places 
IS watered by numerous little rills. Evcrv part is fniooih. 
The ftcm (hort, fimpic, angular, fet with a few alternate con- 
cave fcalei, and bearing fovcral roundilh, more or lefs obtufe, 
femited, veiny, pctiolate leaves. Stalk terminal, creA, much 
longer tlian the item, angular, bearing feldom more than one 
concave bractea, with a folitary flowrcr of great elegance, com- 
pared by Clufius to that of the Pamaflia (t.

The roota 
crocp very far : ihc llcms are almoll profttjtc in their lower 
part, and [hickly coveted with leaves i their flowering extre- 
mities grow erefl> and the leaves on them are much more 
fcattered, as well as larger. The leaves are edged with fuch 
(Irong and remote cilise, that they might almoU be called 
deniatcd : thcfc cili-e arc, ncverthclefs, fomctimes wanting, 
whence l.innarus dcfcribes his S. nizoidti as having naked, and 
not ciliated leaves. Even his own fpecimen however (which 
is certainly the fame fpecies as ours) hag traces of them \ and, 
hi i*i\, the number and dcnfity of thcfe cilia; are very variable.

Hallcr and Jacquin, and after them Lightfoot, fuppofc the 
Linnaran S. autumnalis not fpecifically dillin^ from this planti 
and Linnxus himfelf has thought the hint worth noticing in 
his MantilTa ii. p- 3S3. Unluctily, his own Herbarium has 
no fpecimen to fhcw what he intended by S. autumnalis ; and 
it appears he took up the plant from other authors. However 
this may be, the fynonyma of fireynius and Morifon quoted 
in Sp. PI. certainly belong to S. Hirculus, and the rell probably 
to our plant. Dr. Stokes's conjedturc (Uot. Att. 434) is per- 
haps ncarefl the truth, that Linnieus's S. autumnalis is a cili- 
ated variety of S. Hirculus.

Mr. G. Don Tound 
till* same oq the mountains of Clova, AngubKJiire, as will ap> 
pear, among many otber interesting di^tcoveries of bis, in the 
lOth vol. of the Linnffian Socidy's Transactions, part 3. 

It is perennial, agreeing grwtUy in habit with S. liypnaidet, 
I, 451, but is usually marc luxuriant. The leaves ore leS' 
feimple, being almost universally divided into three, some(im< 
five, lobes, a few on (he upjjer part of the flowering stem only 
being undivided.

J. HIS \s mitch more rare than ihc prrccdiag, having hitherto 
been observed only in Norfolk and SufTolk, always on the driest 
barren sandy heaths. We received it from the neighbourhood 
of Bury, by favour of W, Mathew, Esq. flowering in No- 
vember, for it is later in that respect than authors mention. 

The root is said to be perennial, but that we have not bceq 
able to verify. Stems perfectly prostrate and claiie pressed ta 
the groimd, downy in the upper part, often purplish, much 
branched, especially tuwards their extremities. Leaves glau- 
cous, " covered with shining pellucid tubercles," according to 
Mr. Mathew's remark, and sometimes downy. Segments cf 
the caly^i with a more membranous border than in S, annuus^ 
their points much more obtuse and curved inward.

UUR knowledge of this fine plant as growing in Briuin if 
entirely owing to Mr. Hudson. He gives ii ks a natirc of 
walls and moist stonv plaei^s in the west riding of Yorkuhirr, 
on the authoriiy of his friend TuHcld, adding that he hiniKlf 
■aw it in the garden of a Mr. Clement who received it Erom 
Somersetshire. Plants communicated by Mr. Hudson to 
Chelsea Garden have flourished and increased there, aud from 
one of them our Hgiire was taken in July last.

OOMETIMES it happens that plants which cver^' one well 
knows at first sight, are attended with much ditficuliy in their 
botanical characters, as is the case with the common Bed anil 
White Campions, both comprehended by Linnxus under his 
Li/chnis dioica. We shall endeavour to illustrate them in this 
and the following plate. 

The Red Campion is common under hedges and in other 
shady and rather moist places, flowering copiously in the 
spring, and occasionally, when it has been accidentally cropped 
at an early period, its flowers are observable here and there 
throughout the summer. The root is perennial and tapering. 
Herb clothed with fine soft prominent hairs, and somewhat 
viscid. Stem upright but weak, round, jointed, leafy, about 
1 B inches or 2 teet high, terminating iu a forked spreading 
panicle. Leaves ovale, soft, acute, entire. Flowers on 
partial stalks, with somewhat membranous bracteas. CalyS^ 
dark red ; in the male flowers tubular; in the female (which 
are on distinct and stronger plants) ovate ; in both 10>ribbcd, 
without intermediate veins. Petals rose-coloured, with whitish 
claws and 4-cIeft crown, the limb cloven, and sometimes 
having S slight lateral lohes. Tl>e flowers have no smell. 
They arc often seen double in eardens. There is a pale 
variety in which the stamina and pistilla are sometimes, not 
always, together in the same flower.

J. HIS variety, as it is presumed to be, of Ltichnis dioica is 
no less common than the red one, bul differs From il in place 
of growth, being found in rather more exposed siiualion«, 
principally open lields, flowering in June and July. The 
whole plant is firmer and taller iTian the foregoing. Lcares 
rather more lanceolate than ovate, thicker and less flaccid. 
Flowers larger, white, sometimes pale b|ush-colour?d, diffu- 
sing a delicate sweet fragrance in an evening or liefore rain, 
but we do not find them, according to Dr. Siblhorp's account, 
expanded more particularly at that time, for ours were gathered 
at noon ; nor do the differences indicated by that indetatigibic 
botanist in the shape of (he fruit appear constant to us. We 
dissent from hira and others, who have made 9 species of 
these plants, very unwillingly and with great dilKdtnce. We 
have thought the intermediate veins between ihc calyx-ribs in 
the female flower of this white kind, might distmguish i( 
from the red. The form of the crown of the petals seems a little 
different, but experience shows [hat to be variable. Both 
organs of fructification sometimes occur in the same flower in 
this variety also. 

As we here publish two varieties of ihe same (pccics, we 
have not repeated the characters. Otherwise we deem Jt 
essential, in all periodical publications of this kind, that each 
plant should be accompanied by its essential characters, both 
generic and specific, in order that the work may without 
inconvenience be bound up according to any arrangcmcni 
w hatcver.

V EW of our Britifli plants have been lefs underftood than 
CeraJ}tum alpinum^ and latifolium. We have lately received 
frcfli wild Cpccimens of both from Mr. Griffith of Gam, aod 
others from Mr. Mackay of Edinburgh, and, finding them per- 
feflly difllndt, have endeavoured to afcertain their dtficrcncei 
and rynonyms. 

The C. alpinum has a creeping perennial root, forming tufti 
of leafy ftcms, branching from the bafe, round, crefl, from 
3 to 5 inches high, fimplc upwards, but terminating generaLf 
in a fort of forked panicle of fcveral flowers ; in poor weal 
branches or ftems, the fiower is folitary. Ltraves varying in

L4ERA&TIUM htifilium was fcnt from Wales and Scou 
land along wilh C. alp'mum, already dcfcribcd under /. 472 : it 
flowers at the fame time, and is perennial. 

The ftcms form lufts, but arc (hotter and more thicklj fct 
with leaves than in that fpecies; the leaves arc broader and 
more obtufe, clothed {cenftantly as far as we have obfcrred) with 
numerous ftion rigid fpreadiog brillljr hairs, various in poGtion 
and diteflion, making a harlh kind of covering, <]uitc aidrrent 
from the filky hatra of C. alpinum. They are alfo in general 
more thickly jointed. The flower-ftalka are terminal, moRlv 
folitary, fimple, often as long as the whole ftem, clothed witn 
glandular fprcading hairs, and frequently dcftituic of bra^tcc 
The flowers differ but little from that fpecies. It appears that 
the flem is at length protruded bevond the infcnion of the 
flowcr-ftalk, and may occafionally bear an autumnal flower, 
when the hrd has ripened its feed. The capfulc is oral, and 
il not curved, Ihorter than that of C. alpinam. — We prefiune 
there is no doubt of this being the plant of Ray u above 
quoted, though we have feen no original fpecimens. It nfed 
to be referred, from Mr. Hudfon's error, to the tomtnt^iim of 
Linnxus, from which it dificrs widely.

We received this from the late Mr. J. Mackay, who ga- 
thered it on Ben Lawcrs in 1794. Mr. G. Don appears to 
have found It previously on Mal-ghyrdy. 

The root is fibrous and perennial. Whole plant quile 
smooth, in which last respect, and ihe want of a bristly point 
to the leaves, it essentially and coiistanily diflcrs from S, suhu' 
lala, I. 1082. The stems are decumbent at their lower part, 
then erect, mostly branched, Icaly, round, with rather tumid 
joints. Leaves awl-shaped, aculc, joined aX their base. 
Flower-stalks terminal, solitary, erect, rounds naked, very 
smooth, often as long as the stems, each bearing a ralher 
drooping white flower, somewhat larger tban those of S. subu- 
lata. Calyx-leaves ovate, obtuse, even, with hardly any 
ribs, gibbous at their base. Petals roundish, scarcely to long 
as the calyx. Stamens 10, about as long as the priaU. Cap- 
sule ovate, of b valves, twice as long as the calyx.
